Allied countries, the fact has just 
>een made public that Italy's total 
nolbilization reached just 141 per 
'ent of her entire population. 


This figure it 
is believed 
will 


surpass that of any of the other Al- 
lied nations. 


Of a total of 3<5,000,00d inhabit- 


ants, Italy, called under arms over 
5,000,000 men. 


To do this it was necessary to 


call out not only all of her oldest 
classes that could possi'bly be of any 
service, -but to send also her young- 
er classes to the front in a greater 
proportion than any of the other Al- 
lies. 'Italy's class of 1899, compris- 
ing the 19-year old boys of the na- 
tion, were at the front a year be- 
fore hostilities ceased, while all of 
the more, jmportant elements of the 
1900 class or 18-year-old boy sol- 
diers have been under arms for the 
•ast six months. 


In addition to the 3,000,000 men 


under arms, Italy had engaged in 
her establishments for the manufac- 
ture of war material 
900,000 men 


and 200,000 women and boys. Tn- 
addition iPrance was supplied with 
over 70,000 Italian 
workmen 
f(>r 


keeping up the civilian work of that 
country, besides thousands of auxi- 
liary troops who were engaged in 
the 
construction 
of 
military de- 


fenses along the entire French front 
making a total of war industrial 
mobilization of 1,300,000. Added to 
this was the 'agricultural mobiliza- 
tion, consisting largely of old men, 
women .and toys who replaced -the 
3,000,000 Italian agricultural work- 
ers who were vailed under arms. 
Italy's military, industrial and civil 
mobilization 
thus reached a total 


of over 8,000,000.

ion, installed 32 switchboards, 4 ra-

With the aid o'f 'an infantry signal 
platoon this [battalion laid 309 miles 
of wire, repaired 28 miles of it, fook 
over 23 miles from the French and 
recovered 131 miles of abandoned 
wire. 


At the same time during the same 


battle another artillery signal sec- 
tion installed 49 switchboards and 
340 telephones, laid ]3fi 
miles of 


new wire and took over and repaired 
81 miles of lines, !A11 of this 
work- 


was done during the actual fighting 
operations. 


'By use of superimposed 
circuits 


and special equipment the 
signal 


corps .in France is getting nearly 3 
times more service from their wires 
than before. Through operation 'of 


special equipment .{he signal: corps 
sends as many as 4 messages at one 
fime over the same single wire jn 
each direction. For example, it can 
put on 4 signal wires a maximum ol 
32 telegraph messages at 
the same 


time. Or on these same 4 wires it 
can handle 24 telegrams and 3 tele- 
rihone connections.

By a resolution adopted at 
the 


close of the post-war conference 
held in the/state house yesterday. 
Governor Goodrieh was urged to ap- 
point a reconstruction 
and re-ad-! 


justment commission of nine or more 
members to represent the principal 
interests and activities in the sta.te. 


The governor said that he would 


at once 'begin to select the members 
of the commission and that he would 
announce their appointment in two 
or three days. He declared that he 
was highly gratified at the success 
of the conference and that the data 
brought forth by the various speak- 
ers would assist greatly in working 
out concrete plans for the state's 
course in dealing 
with 
at'ter-the- 


war conditions. 


More than a score of speakers, 


each representing some large acti- 
vity or interest in the state, pre- 
sented their ideas and offered sug- 
gestions for relief or guidance. The 
meeting was held in the chamber of 
the house of representatives. There 
were speakers representing manu- 
factures, labor, cham'bers or com- 
merce, religious 'bodies, the colored 
race, women's organizations, educa- 
tion, 'banking and shipping interests 
ind other 
(bodies. 
The 
chamber 


\yas crowded and among the per- 
sons attending were many men and 
ivom^n of affairs. 


'Among the salient ideas present- 


ed were: 


That there mast .bo a wise balance 


between state and federal control of 
education. 


That laws must !be provided to 


protect women that have gone into 
industry and to prevent 
illiteracy 


among children going into industry. 


That the colored race .should -be 


given a right to enter industry on a 
merit basis. 


That puiblic construction delayed 


by the war be started immediately 
to absorb returned soldiers in em- 
ployment. 


That women be paid 
the same 


wages as men in like work. 


That provisions should 
be made 


Cor the care of 
returned soldiers 


suffering from mental ills caused by 
war. 


That only -co-operation among all 


•lasses will solve the problems be- 
ween employers and employed and 
control the problems of the relation 
tet'wecii wages and ihe cost of liv- 
ng. 


Thnt public 
health 
should 
be 


given greater consideration for the 
vell-ibeing and success of the state. 


That federal control of railroads 


should terminate with the war. 


That the highways of the state 


hould 'be controlled and construct- 
ed with the county as a unit and 
hat a .state 
highway 
commission 


honld be endowed with powers not 
inly to construct the main arteries 
f travel, but to keep them in re- 
air. 
That social centers should be de- 
elopuJ at all school houses.

Following the conference, which 


asted until 5 o'clock in the evening, 
resolutions favoring the formation 
of a reconstruction commission were 
presented by M. 'E. 'Foley and were 
adopted. 


The commission will 
have only 


advisory powers and will be repre- 
sentative of every principal inter- 
est in the state. It is proposed that 
the number of commissioners be not 
less than nine; that provision for 
state headquarters be made and 
funds provided to meet the neces- 
'sary expense.
